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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . According to preliminary amendment filed on May 1 , 2006, the applicants have 
amended claims 3-9, 11, 14-19 and 21 -26 and furthermore, have added a new claim 28. 

2. Claims 1-28 are now pending in the application.

Group I, claim(s) In part 1-28, drawn to compounds of structure 1 represented by 
compounds of example 1 ( see page 29 of specification ), a process for preparing these 
compounds and methods of using these compounds. 

Group II, claim(s) In part 1-28, drawn to compounds of structure 1 represented by 
compounds of example 65 ( see page 24 of specification ), a process for preparing 
these compounds and methods of using these compounds. 

Group III, claim(s) In part 1-28, drawn to compounds of structure 1 represented by 
compounds of example 66 ( see page 24 of specification ), a process for preparing 
these compounds and methods of using these compounds. 

Group IV, claim(s) In part 1-28, drawn to compounds of structure 1 represented by 
compounds of example 40 ( see page 22 of specification ), a process for preparing 
these compounds and methods of using these compounds. 

Group V, claim(s) In part 1-28, drawn to compounds of structure 1 represented by 
compounds of example 54 ( see page 23 of specification ), a process for preparing 
these compounds and methods of using these compounds. 

Group VI, claim(s) In part 1-28, drawn to compounds of structure 1 represented by 
compounds other than defined above for groups I through V, a process for preparing 
these compounds and methods of using these compounds.
